The amendment 
request President Harding to pro- 
pose a conference of the represent- 
atives of the U. S., Great Britain 
and Japan to discuss a reduction of 
naval armament This is the amend- 
ment which President Harding or- 
iginally opposed on the ground that 
the matte? was one involving tha 
executive prerogative. A week ago 
Sen.

Attorney Ryan declared. Despite 
the fact that the change will vitaHy 
affect the city in the manner of its 
legal procedure of transacting busi- 
ness, it docs not extend to the. point 
where it will make a difference to 
citizens, be said. 
Madison has a 


special charter. 


"Back ia the days prior to 18S9," 


said Mr. Ryan, "all cities were un- 
der special charters. A city incor- 
porated and was granted a charter 
by the legislature. 
In that year a 


general charter law was passed by 
which any city could adopt its pro- 
visions either in whole or in part. 
Some did, others did not. 


"As a consequence, there was an 


endless variety of methods of city 
government. This continues to the 
present time. Laws and methods 
of legal procedure in one city would 
not apply to another, unless that 
city were governed by tho 
same 


kind of a charter. Only this morn- 
ing I am in receipt of a letter from 
tho city attorney of Appleton ask- 
ing me how to proceed tn regard to 
administering a certain street im- 
provement law. 
Appleton's char- 


ter is not like Madison's and the 
only thing I can do is to give hi™ 
my opinion. 


Had Foreign Birth 
'In the early days, charters were 


drafted by attorneys, no 
two of 


which were exactly the same. One 
attorney perhaps hailed from New 
England and he instinctively adopt- 
,ed the New England form. Anoth- 
er came from 
Pittsburg—another 


form of charter. 
Cities which in- 


corporated 
later 
followed in the 


footsteps 
of 
the 
municipalities 


which already had plans of govern- 
ment. In consequence few, if any, 
charters are products of our nativo 
soil. 


"Then, too, cities, which have old 


charters, have constantly sought to 
amend them by laws of general op- 
eration to take care of modern de- 
velopments such as street lighting, 
street railways, water and sewe* 
systems. This required a great deal 
of legislation. 
Bringing them all 


under one set of statutory provi- 
sions eliminates this hnge bulk of 
legislation and lessens the work and 
the accompanying irresponsibility 
of those who make the laws. 


"With all cities under the same 


provisions, there will result a better 
class of legislation, because what 
affects Madison, in a law before the 
legislature, will be treated

Big Labor Bill Passes House 


INCREASES 
COMPENSATION 
FORWORKERS 


Sachtjen Measure, Boost- 
ing Accident Indemnities, 


Adopted By 


58 to 28

What laboring men consider as 


one of the most important changes 
in the industrial commission 
law 


since its enactment 
'was 
favored 


Thursday when the assembly by 55 
to 2S passed the Sachtjen measure. 
It now goes to the senate. This bill 
increases the amount of compensa- 
tion which laboring: men -will receive 
in case of accident. 


This bill will 'make tho maximum 


weekly indemnity which an injured 
workman can recover $19.50, instead 
of $14.63, as at present 
The pres- 


ent maximum is based upon 'a wage 
of $3.75 per day, the maximum of 
the Sachtjen bill upon a wage of $5 
per day. Injured employes who earn 
less than $5 will be paid compensa- 
tion at the rate of 55 per cent of 
their wages, but when they earn $5 
per day or moro they get the maxi- 
mum indemnity of $19.50 per week. 


More than 75 per cent of all em- 


ployes whose cases were settled in 
1920 earned more than $3.75 per 
day, but were compensated as if 
they earned only this amount. Un- 
der tho law as it stands, 
injured 


workmen have been drawing not 65 
per cent of their wages,—as the or- 
iginal act of 1911 provided, but real- 
ly less than 50 per cent- 
In the 


hearings upon the Sacitjcn 
bill, 


Fred M. Wilcox of the 
industrial 


commission, presented figures show- 
ing that in proportion to their actu- 
al earnings injured employes 
are 


now receiving less benefits than in 
1911, 
when the compensation 
act 


was passed. The same is true as to 
compensation in proportion to cost 
of living, and as to the cost of com- 
pensation to employers. 


Tho Sachtjen bill is estimated to 


increase the total benefits under the 
compensation act by nearly 10 per 
cent. It will make the benefits un- 
der tho Wisconsin law on a plane 
with those paid in other industrial 
states, while heretofore New York, 
Ohio, California, and even Minneso- 
ta and Michigan- have had more lib- 
eral laws than Wisconsin.

BERLIN—Tho traditional scien- 


tific spirit of the Germans is now 
at work in the medical profession, 
and many schemes are being ad- 
vanced for socializing the sickness 
and health service. 


Of tbe many projects submitted 


to 
me—whenever 
an 
American 


newspaperman starts out in quest 
of a "story" he is sure to return 
with a small library of treatises 
and brochures and clippings, such is 
the passion for accuracy 
of any 


German whom one tries to inter- 
view—that of Dr. Richard Boeder 
of Berlin is perhaps the most com- 
pletely thought-out. By reproduc- 
ing tb<> gist of bis argument, I can 
give my American readers the best 
idea of just 
what 
socialization 


would involve. 


According to Dr. 
Boeder, 
the 


evils of private practice are in part 
the following: 


1- The interests of society demand 
that, every member of a commrraity 
receive good medical aid, and that 
tho one who is rickest receive the 
most and best attention. At pres- 
ent it is tho rich man who can 
claim the best service, while the 
poor man usually receives inade- 
quate treatment. 


2. Under the system of private 


practice the relation of patient and 
doctor to each other is so confiden- 
tial a one that a quack finds a 
ready cloak behind which to hide. 
If he makes a misstep, nobody ia 
likely to find it out. 


S. Under private practice every 


physician is likely to live unto him- 
self. This will mean scientific stag- 
nation which can but inadequately 
be removed through his taking an 
occasional 
post-graduate 
course. 


Society has a.rigrht to maximum ef- 
ficiency on the part of every phy- 
sician. 


4. Under private practice, the in- 


evitable tendency is for the cities 
to bo overstocked with physicians, 
while the country districts suffer. 
Society has a just claim to adequate 
service for its rural population. 


5. Preventive medicine is kept 


down to a low stage of development 
under the system of private prac- 
tice, for obviously it is to the in- 
terest of the medical profession to 
be called in only for acute illness, 


6. At present work in the medical 


profession is so unevenly divided 
that certain physicians have far 
more to do than is good for them 
or the patient, while others are half- 
Btarving. 


These defects can be obviated, ac- 


cording to Boeder, by socialization. 
"A socializcl calling," he says, "is 
one in which work is done: (1) for 
the cotamon good and not for per- 
sonal interest; (2) for a definite

need and not for profit,, and (3) in 
co-operation with others 
of 
the 


same profession or calling." 


It follows that under 
Reader's 


scheme the physician, no longer 
working for himself, but for society, 
will become an employe or func- 
tionary of the commonwealth. There 
will be no over-supply of physicians, 
for society will regulate the admis- 
sion to medical colleges, according 
to the needs of society. His every 
discovery on the field of medicine, 
his every experience, will not be 
kept to himself, but communicated 
to his colleagues, who together with 
him are engaged in the co-operative 
undertaking of preventing disease. 


One of the most beneficent re- 


sults of socialization, 'in the opinion 
of Dr. Boeder, will be of the open- 
ing up of tremendous possibilities 
for the prevention of disease and 
for the improvement of 
general 


health standards. 
At the present 


time, he argues, there is nowhere 
a complete health and sickness rec- 
ord kept of the individual members 
of society. A physician who comes 
to a patient knows little about the 
past of his patient, and after he 
has affected a cure, loses track of 
him completely until he is again 
called in—this time for a quite dif- 
ferent ailment.

all college accomplishments. Failure to get into one, on the 
other hand, is likely to be construed as failure to the n'th de- 
gree. 


Grave dangers, which cannot be overlooked, lark in this 


situation. These organizations setting up their own standards of 
scholarship and sociability and what not are indeed opposing th 
democratic trend which has characterized our university since 
its inception. Power in the hands of upperclassmen to evaluate 
the underlings is liable to raise an artificial wall between the 
npper and lower classes, and between individuals within the same 
class. 


The reprehensible practice of '^boot-licking," the servile 


fawning before people who wield the power of "thumbs up, and 
thumbs down," is not at all unlikely to develop. And again, the 
fear of being suspected of such fawning really prevents friend- 
ship with those whose friendship we ordinarily would have. 


It was against a situation, similar in kind/but naturally 


more acute in degree, that a revolt was led by lower classmen 
at Princeton about four years ago. It was against such a sit- 
uation that Woodrow Wilson, while president of that institution, 
took a firm stand against what he conceived was leading to 
stratification and snobbery in university life. 


The University of Wisconsin aims to embody the highest 


principles of democracy that our American life can afford. To 
stratifyjt and to create cleavages within, would be suicidal to 
our high pretensions. The university is growing in prestige and 
influence. Let us beware lest by creating false standards, we 
diminish the good name of our alma mater. Let us beware le«t 
by setting up too many "honor" organizations, we defeat the 
purpose for which they are instituted.

sharing and some degree of owner- 
ship."- 


"Justice and charity demand that 


Catholics interest themselves in the 
solution of the labor problem," the 
authors say. "This requires knowl- 
edge. The Catechism of the Social 
Question furnishes an introduction 
to the knowledge required." The 
writers assert that of all problem! 
the most pressing is that which con- 
cerns grievances of labor. 
"Some 


of these grievances are: Low wages, 
long hours, unemployment, indus- 
trial autocracy, bad housing and in- 
sufficient provision for the future." 


That men will ever be satisfied 


wrth their material lot on earth the 
joint authors do not pretaod at all 
They quote Pope Leo's saying thai 
"to suffer and endure is the lot of 
humanity," yet later along they de- 
clare "it is-a calumny to assert that 
the church has no more comforting 
message for the workers than that 
of patience and endurance. . . 
The workiugmen who, while itriv- 
in; by all legitimate XMans to bet- 
ter his condtti&ns, 
performs 
his 


present task honestly, lives a far 
more contented and more useful lift 
than the one who suQenly shirks his 
work and bitterly temoaui the lack 
of an impossible -heaip* on earth. 


The Catechism is pSrmaed in sim- 


ple laDguage«*nd aims-to impart to 
busy average 
citizen* tht funda 


mental truths of labor's age-long 
and terrible exploitation by the mas. 
tew. It describes the weary-monot- 
ony of machine industry, the in- 
creasing proportion of all wealth 
taken by capitalvfand unwholesome 
privation of the workman's home 
life. 


"Labor docs not control finance^ 


i&bor does not-control the purchase 
uf materials, labor does not control 
sales, labor does not control indus- 
trial management, nor does labor 
control 
policies <w world 
trade. 


These-Jtre among the large and im- 
portant conditions of employment, 
but labor has little or.-oio influence 
over any of them. In "machine in- 
dustry the workman-must follow the 
machine, and he follows it accord- 
ing to orders over which he has no 
ontrol." 


In discussing 
remedies for the 


class struggle the authors rnle out 
both Socialism and 
Single Tax. 


They charge Socialism with tending 
to rob the worker «f aH incentive to 
labor, while "For the state to take 
all land values without compensation 
would be robbery." Catholics are 
advised, 
however, that they may 


safely advocate many schemes for 
nationalization or poith'c ownership 
which opponents ca!l "socialistic," 
The authors' objection is to theo- 
retical or "paw" Socialism. 


Endorsement of strikes as very 


often justifiable is given in the fol- 
lowing language:

question;

Race Of First Steam Buggies To 


Madison For Prize Is Recounted 


John S. Donald Tells Story of first Automobile in Wis 


cousin and Relates Building of Two Machines 


for Memorable Event 
. 


Whfle Madison, 'w«» a meeea of 


the latest developments and inven- 
tions in the motor world—»H-on,dis- 
play in the Four Lakes Ordnance 
building during the Central 
Wis- 
consin Automobile show—tt-w«s re- 
called by many of the olier citizen* 
of Hadiaon that it is not so very 
many years ago that tbe first steam 
propelled •"buggy" was built in Ea- 
cine, and co-incident with that, the 
memorable race between two of 
these "buffgiea" from Green Bay to 
Madison. John S. Donald, former 
secretary «f »tate, has the follow- 
ing to say in an article on Wiscon- 
sin's Pioneer Part In The Develop- 
ment of She Motor vehicle and Farm 
Tractor, written for The Wisconsin 
Engineer, a university publication, 
dated. October, 1916: 


If fifty years ago-tltc-trne history 


of the world's marvelous achieve- 
ment! in the-creation, development, 
and use of the automobile could hove 
been written, it would-have rivaled 
the "Arabian Nights" or Twenty 
Thousand. Leagues under the»rt8ea," 
in the field of imaginative literature. 
No one today• attemptstto give stat- 
istics for the wodd; statistics of 
one's own country are 
sufficiently 


baffling;. In numbers the phenome- 
nal rise kaa been from the first suc- 
cessful motor vehicle invented to 
S,0«M>«0 in the linitcd Statee alone. 
At $1,000 each!, tbe investment is 
three htllions of <tohars for cars 
alone on th« pert of purchasers 
and th« manufacturing: and sales 
industries "have developed captains 
of industry rivaling all precedent, 
Wisconsin's early effort to encour- 
age the "invention. and production 
of a machine propelled by steam 
or other mtrtive 'agent which shall 
be a cheap and practical substitute 
for the horsetand other animals on 
the highways and 'farm" is not 
fully realized and in fact bat little 
known. In 1)875, the state offered 
»1O,QOO to any resident who would 
invent, and--construct a "steam wag- 
on" to accomplish these purposes. 
Records and repents in the office of 
the secretary of .state, at Madison, 
and also in the • Historical library, 
set forth the effort made, in this 
contest Some of the reports from 
participants and their 'accounts of 
early trials are of especial interest. 


Although 
attempts 
-bave 
been 


made to apply steam power to road 
or light draft vehicle? from 
the 


time it ~wa» first used as a motive 
force, undoubtedly the nearest ap- 
proach to a successful 
horseless 


carriage was that built and christ- 
ened the "Spark" hi 1671 by Doc- 
tor J. W. Carhart of lEacin*. From 
letters written by Doctor Carhart 
in 1914, we learn of his efforts 
and partial success which undoubt- 
edly constituted a great stimulus 
to the state's interest, and Tiad much 
to do with the legislature offering 
a reward. Doctor Carhart died at 
San Antonio, Texas, in 1916. 


"In I'S?! I was a resident of Ra- 


cine, Wisconsin," wrote Doctor Car- 
hart, "and suffered 
from a long 


siege of fever, 
Wfcen I began to 


convalesce I thought much about 
the steam buggy matter, and for 
amusement during my long enforced 
leisure I sketched the outlines; and 
as my brother. Professor H. S. Car- 
iiart, now e»eritus 
professor of 


physics in the University of Michi- 
gan, was stopping with me for a 
time, and being skilled in mechani- 
cal drawing, he made the working 
drawings of my engines and some 
other parts of the mechanism. 


"A wealthy citizen of Racine, see- 


ing the drawings, offered to furnish 
the money to build the vehicle; and 
accordingly the patterns and many 
of the parts "were made in the shops 
.of the 
well 
known J. I. Case 


Threshing Machine Co. of that city. 
The principal part of the vehicle 
was built in our own shop, 
our 


lathes being operated by a pony 
tread power. The steam boiler was 
made by the Button Steam Fire En- 
jine factory in Waterford, N. Y, 
after special design, the drawings 
of which I still hove." 


Describing the "Spark," Doctor 


Carhart says: 'There were two re- 
ciprocating engines attached to the 
boiler, which was upright and in 
the rear of the seat, each engine 
independently 
propelling 
drive 


wheel, thus doing away with differ- 
ential gears. 
The steering was 


done by lever and chains, attached 
to the front axle which turned on, a 
ifth whe«l, buggy-fashion. 


"As liquid fuel was 
then un- 


known, I used hard coal for fuel, 
and I carried it under the seat, hav- 
ng a chute from the front into the 
door of the boiler fire ixnc. With a 
iointed poker it was easy to fire 
:he machine. Water was carried in 
tanks appropriately 
located. The 


joiler was furnished with whistle, 
steam-gauge, and safety valve and 
was capable of carrying a pressure 
of 300 pounds to the square inch, 
although I generally ran with about 
120 pounds. 


"The whole affair weighed 1,100 


>onnds. 
Other 
heavier 
twenty 


jorsepower machines had been tried 
n England 100 years before, but 
mine was the first light self-pr»- 
>elled road vehicle in the United 
States and probably in tre world. 
Hy first appearance on the streets 
if Racine was fantastic and excit- 
ng. 
My engines exhausted their 


steam directly into the smoke stack, 
and the exhaust not being rhyth- 
nical, .the noise waa hideous and 
.he steam and smoke from .the stack 
really alarming. No needifor traf- 
ic police, for man or beast. 


"At the next session of the Hf-

Doctor Carhart, "such w»s the in- 
erest created, that a prenium of 
110,000 was offered to the party 
>uilding a self-propelled road ve- 
ikle that would run 200 
miles, 


nearly north and south in the state, 
tnd which would be aWe to run 
lackwaxda and to turn out of the 
oad for other vehicle*. 


"Wisconsta was piwbtMy <h« first 


and only government in the world 
to pay money as a premium for the 
development of the auto and tractor 
industry. Machines were boilt two 
.or three yean after mine, and one, 
the -Oshkosh,' built by my friend, 
Anson Farrand, went through from 
.Green Bay to Madison and took the 
premium. 


This bin WM introduced and fa- 


thered by Honorable G. M. Mar- 
shall, who represented Adams and 
Wood counties in the legislature. 
Mr. Marshall was a mechanic and 
had experimented considerably in 
such matters. He wrote a very in- 
teresting letter from Kilbourn, May 
29, 1914, concerning his work tnd 
the part he took as chairman of the 
commissioners who judged in the 
contest between the competitors for 
the prize offered by the state. 


In part, he says: "The little en- 


gine that came through without a 
breakdown, was made in Ojhkosh 
tor threshing machine power and 
work only. 
The 
commission re- 


ported that they found nothing of 
sufficient value to the people of Wis- 
consin to justify the reward of. |10,- 
000, 
or even a part, and that it 


was not a 'cheap and practical sub- 
stitute for horses or other animals 
on the highway and farm,' and so 
reported to the Governor. 


"Undoubtedly the automobile M 


how a success, but it is not the> in- 
vention of any one man. The per- 
fection of the gas «ngine for gener- 
al use as a motive power for all 
purposes and the rubber pneumatic 
tire invented for the bicycle, com- 
bined., are in effect, .the foundation 
of the automobile of today. 
The 


TDonnty and the law were failures 
as such, but the 'stimulus' and sug- 
gested soul or spirit of these, im- 
mediately started a new enterprise. 
Men and means were at band, .suc- 
cess was in sight, and now the au- 
tomobile is spreading all over the 
civilized world." 


During the interim between the 


legislative sessions of '75 awl "77 
tSe prize offered attracted a great 
deal of attention. 
Many inventors 


were busy building machines to en- 
ter the contest, and it was. f.ound 
necessary to have some system, to 
the affair. 
Accordingly, in 18W, 


the legislature ^amended its previ- 
ous act by providing for a commis- 
sion to have charge of the contest 
and to lay down rules to govern it. 
Governor Smith nanwd as the three 
commissioners, John M. Smith, of 
Green Bay; G. M. Marshall, of Big 
Springs; and Mr. Olin, of Jefferson 
county. The commissioners were to 
accompany 
the 
contestants 
in 


carriages. 


It had been announced that six 


competing machines would be on 
,ihe ground. FOT some unexplained 
reason only two of. these started— 
those of E, P. Cowles, of Scott, and 
phonier and 'Farrand, of Oshkosh. 
The Cowles machine was called the 
"Green Bay" and the 
other 
the 


'Oshkosh," and from newspaper ac- 
counts, it is 
evident 
there was 


much rivalry. There were many 
amusing incident; during the trial 
from Green Bay to Madison, which 
attracted wide interest throughout 
the state. One witness said, "Talk 
about your excitement: Bamom's 
circus was no greater attraction 
and horses could not he kept any- 
where near the highway when it 
came along." Mir. J. H. Optenberg, 
of fiheboygan, who participated in 
the building and operating of the 
successful "Oshkosh," has recently 
furnished the following account of 
th« event: 


"Immediately 
after a biB was 


passed awarding a $10^00 bonus, 
several gentlement of Osbkosh with 
means decided to form a co-partner- 
ship to build an engine surtahle to 
take this reward. As near as the 
writer^ memeory serves him, he 
will give the names: M. T, Battis, 
ay whom the writer was employed; 
J. F. Morris, owning and operating 
a machine shop which he purchased 
from iBequitt-Davis Co., and where 
the writer was occasionally en-ploy- 
ed as » machinist and boiler maker; 
Isaac Gallagher, Frank

and Alison Farrant. Anson Farrant. 
J. F. 'Morse, Herman Dohman and 
the writer were the four men em- 
ployed to design and build the road 
wagon. This consisted of a vertical

The 'king bolt casting was 
attached to the front and was pro-

The center 
yorticn of the large sprocket wheel 
s where the differential gears were 
attached. The driving chain used 
at that time was of similar con- 
,struction to those used on the auto- 
mobile of today. The steering gear 
Ntras of a cone-taper roller construc- 
tion attached, to the front of the 
boiler at a height on the level with 
the front axle. Two chains; w«te 
attached from this Toller t» tin* 
ixle and were attached close feaek 
of the wheel hnbs. on eaet side, the 
chain in question wrapping around 
he roller several tarns to allow 
winding on one side and vawinding 
on the other. The and of the roller 
shaft was provided with a worn 
;e*r, and to move this a worm gtar 
ninion was atached to the end off 
he steering shaft,-—-a construction 
similar to that n*ed on modern M- 
tomobiles,

gines led over the boiler and there 
enterd the side of conical chamber, 
or smoke-'box, above the boiler. In 
tbe stack opening at the vertex of 
the con^ia four-way exhaust nozzle 
was provided for the purpose of 
creating a good artificial draft. 


"All wheels were made of wood. 


The front wheels had a 4-inch wide 
tire, whereas the rear was 6 inches 
wide with an extra tire beside the 
original tire, binding- 
the. wheel. 


This tire was fastened to wheel by 
means of Dolts through a feller pro- 
vided with a snake form of mud 
cork to prevent slipping. 


"The Green Bay road wagon was 


of a horizontal fire box boiler type. 
The mechanism was very complicat- 
ed, having-a consideraole number of 


ears. 'However, some credit must 


g^ven the Green Bay road wagon 


designers for their construction of a 
•rout axle steering knuckle similar 
to the ones which exist on the auto- 
mo*iles today. 
The writer had no 


niowledge of this being in use be- 
fore that time. This was in the 
spring of 1877 or "78. 


"Wben the 
time 
came for the 


trml, the Oshkosh road wagon was 
shipped to .Green Bay on flat-cars, 
[or it was from here that the trip 
started. It so happened that the 
3reen Bay wagon reached Oshkosh 
first, where a test was made on the 
old fair grounds, both in racing and~ 
pulling freight. 
The Green 
Bay 


road wagon with its gearing having 
a mechanism whereby various speeds 


U -be maintained therefore had 


the advantage ot higher speed on 
tbe road and lower speed for haul- 
ing freight, whereas 
the Oshkosh 
road wagon had but one >peed for 
pulling freight 
around the city. 


This freight, incidentally, consisted 
of several heavy trucks laden wrth 
water logged lumber. 


"It was found that 
capacity of tbe two road wagons 
wag about eipia], bat when it came 
to racing on the fair grounds race 
trade, the-Osac«h>road wagon could 
not compare with the speed «f the 
Ireea Bay wigon. However, when

stop owing to difficulties in the jour- 
nals and gears, and the Oshkosh 
wagon paased, making the circuit

"The next day tne 200 mile road 


trip was continued, the Green Bay 
wagon taking the lead by several 
nules until about half way between 
Oshkosh and Fond du Lac, when the 
Green Bay wagon stopped for re- 
pairs along the side of the roadway. i 
The Oshkosb. wagon then continued i 
the trip. All went well until within 
two miles of Fond du La«, when it 
was noticed that one of the front 
wheels was running tight on the 
axle. After spending about half an 
hour in repairs, the trip was con- 
tinued. The C-reen Bay wagon was 
then far out of sight in the rear. 
Orders were then received from the 
commissioners to continue our trip 
to either "Wjest Bend or Janesville, 
when a halt was made to allow the 
Green Bay road wagon to be loaded 
on cars at Pond da Lac and shipped 
to either of these cities. 
Repairs 


were made and both were again 
ordered to start. This time the 
owners of the Green Bay wagon 
deemed"it advisable not to use the 
fastest gear and. to use the next 
speed lower. This speed made the 
Green Bay somewhat slower than 
"the 
Oshkosh wagon. On reaching 


some point 10 or 16 miles out of 
Madison, we were again requested 
to halt until further orders from the 
commissioners. 
The next day the

rived without difficulty with a rec- 
ord averaging six miles an hour 
during the whole trip, or one mile 
better than specified. 
The 
Green 


Bay wagon did not reach Madison 
.at all and on the contrary was ship- 
ped back to Green Bay. 


"Immediately after the test was 


made, the commissioners or judges 
met and disagreed on the awarding 
of the prize. It was then decided 
to refer the whole imatter to the 
next legislature for final action. 
During the next session of the legis- 
lature it was decided and voted that 
$5,000 should 
go 
to the Oshkosh 


road wagon, which was duly paid 
and divided among the four owners. 


"Prom the foregoing history it 


can be seen that Doctor J. W. Car- 
hart and the gentlemen from Osh- 


kosh deserve the distinction of being 
the • first inventors of the self-pro- 
pelling road vehicle in a crude form. 
No doubt some of the readers recall 
to their memory the above facts as 
near as the writer 
can remember

Seventeen or 18 years ago 
when I was a candidate, T was told 
that I could have at my 
disposal 


$15,000 and that unless I accepted it 
would be useless for me.to be a can- 
didate. I refused. I became a can- 
didate and I won."

Mr. Gary believed that by chang- 


ing the constitution tfte department 
of education could be taken out of 
politics. He was opposed to a state 
educational board appointed by gov- 
ernor, because he declared that some 
governors might be tempted to make 
political appointments and that the 
department should not be on a polit- 
ical basis.

That is a sound doctrine and has been a great 
mainstay to prevent municipal corruption and partisan spoils.

awarded to the lowest bidder. The big newspapers of the state, 
however, have never been satisfied with an arrangement that 
would give the little newspapers a chance at this work, 


A biD was therefore introduced at this session to make it 


possible for the big newspapers to browbeat city councils in giv-. 
ing the dty printing to them. A bill providing for the bidding 
on the basis of an ambiguous term called "effective circulation" 
has been introduced. It fa a measure expressly designed for the 
purpose of circumventing the principle of awarding contracts 
to the lowest bidder and of giving to common councils the right 
to grre dty printing to newspapers that win be "good" and not 
cause any trouble for aldermen who deserve criticism.

THE MARRIAGE VETO 


[To the Editor]—I have -just reat 


your article in yesterday's Capita 
Times on the veto of the Anderson 
amendment to tho marriage laws 
It appears from this article thai 
this bill was intended to permit 
women over 35 years of age to ob- 
tain a marriage license and] marry 
without awaiting,the five day limi- 
tation provided by the present law, 
and that the governor considers this 
an ill advised, sense of humor and 
an insult to women who have reach- 
ed a considerable maturity. 


My views on this point, coincide 


with that of the legislature, and in 
spite of the governor's charge that 
it is in bad taste, I believe'the bill 
is a step in the right direction, only 
it ought to fix the age limit lower— 
say at 25 years, or even 21, instead 
of 
35, and should embrace both 


sexes. This is a natural distinction 
based upon the difference in judg- 
ment of mature men and women as 
against 
the thoughtlessness and 


heedlessness of immature youth, and 
is a compliment to maturity instead 
of an "insult" or "an antiquated and 
shop-worn jibe." The insult, if any, 
is in the suspicion back of the five 
day limitation. The five day limit 
in the present law would never have 
been placed there had it not been 
for the exercise of youtnful impulses 
in- marriages, to the lasting damage 
of human lives. ' It is .safe .to aay 
that mature women rarely.need th» 
guardianship of the state, ia feeblj 
exercised in the five day limitation. 


As applied to callow youth and 


senile age, I am satisfied that a 
limitation is necessary arid proper, 
and the legislature might go .even 
further than it has, and limit the

and many under the third. The 
governor in his message seems to 
assume that these parental re- 
quests are due to the probable un- 
wedded motherhood of the daught- 
ers. In my experience, I have not 
found this to be true. They are 
nearly always made because of un- 
forseen events which threaten to'in- 
terfere with the wedding plans or 
arrangments.
